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Appeal for construction of 
om’s ranch, south of the Burcham 
ranch, in order to give a route from 
the desert into the western portion 
of the San Bernardino mountains, 
was made to the board of super- 
visors yesterday by Byron Waters. 
He told the board that every two 
years for the past eight or 10 years 
he had appeared before the board to 
urge action on an old petition signed 
by the owners of 62,000 acres of land 
urging the road. 

Mr. Waters gave a graphic word 
picture of the scenes in the moun- 
tains in the great fire of 1911, when 
such a road was badly needed. He 
said that the. people of the desert 
were entitled to the road in that it 
would give them a direct route into 
the western portions of the moun- 
tains. 

The first survey was made about 
10 years ago by Shirley Bright, said 
Mr. Waters, and since then anothe: 
survey has been made by E. T. 
Ham, ‘county surveyor. The road 
would be six or seven miles in 
length. Under Mr. Bright’s survey 
the cost estimated at that time was 
about $8000. The supervisors had 
the impression that the last survey 
called for an expenditure of coneid- 
erably more money. 

Supervisor Grier called Mr. Waters’ 
attention to the fact that it is nec- 
essary to contribute to the road 
funds of the desert from the general 
county funds, during the past year 
$24,000 having been so contributed. 

In accordance with the vote of the 
people, the supervisors yesterday of- 
ficially formed the Highland light- 
ing district. The Highland Chamber 
of Comerce is to hold a meeting to 
recommend how many lights should 
be placed. 

Attorney Ralph E. Swing notified 
the supervisors that the demands on 
his time are such that it will be im- 
possible for him to accept the ap- 
pointment on the water conservation 
commission. J. W. Catick, former 
mayor, was appointed in place of Mr. 
Swing. 

Frank McCabe, former well known 
Santa Fe man and later a_ bank 
teller, was appointed as cost ac- 
countant at the General hospital, 
succeeding C. E. Rouse, who re- 
signed to take up other work. 

S. A. Minnich was granted 60 days’ 
extension of his contract on the pav- 
ing of Riverside drive in the Chino 
district, 

A telegram was ordered sent to

Preliminary plans for doing this with 
a view of keeping the backbone of 
the plant together, so that it will 
experience less difficulty in getting 
back to normal when the demand for 
added production justifies, as well 
sparing employes with dependents 
from hardship, were at once out- 
lined. Employers were urged to 
confer with F. H. Wallihan, head of 
the personnel department of the Edi- 
eon, when in need of men or women. 

BE. H. Richardson assured his hear- 
ers that the retrenchment at the 
factory, of which he is works man- 
ager, is purely temporary, not only 
denying any inclination on the part 
of the heads of the company even- 
tually to abandon the Ontario plant, 
but stating positively that they have 
plans for further expansion as soon 
as business conditions warrant.
